so ngbird 
aliv e,” 
Ev ans 
said, 
“ But o nly in times o f unusually 
co ld w eather is it necessary to 
feed so ngbirds, unless y o ur pur­ 
po se Is to attract them to y o ur 
ho me where y o u can o bserv e 
them .” 
Acco rding to Ev ans, a bird 
feeder m ay pro v e to be a be­ 
nev o lent trap. 
“ So ngbirds learn to depend o n 
w hat they find a t a feeding sta­ 
tio n,” E v ans said. “ It’s easy 
fo r a hum an to neglect the feed­ 
er when the sno w Is deep and 
the no rth wind blo ws co ld. Birds 
hav e a high bo dy heat and they 
must eat a large amo unt o f fo o d 
to maintain this tem perature. A 
few day s o f sho rt ratio ns o r 
no ratio ns m ay be falal to a 
bird that has fo rgo tten ho w to 
fo rage fo r itself, o ne that de­ 
pends o n hando uts. 
“ Feeding

Ev ery bo dy ’s Dilemma 
# /Hear Any thing Significant? 
/ / 


. 
President Nix o n's sharp fo cus o n “ en­ 
v iro nment co ntro l” in his State o f the 
Unio n address is unprecendented. Nev er 
befo re has a president giv en such atten­ 
tio n to the rising dilemma o f air and 
water po llutio n. 


Already so me o f his critics are brand­ 
ing this as little mo re than the empty 
co mmitment o f wo rds. Since many y o ung 
peo ple are dev elo ping high interest in the 
po llutio n pro blem, the President is also 
said to be seizing this chance to div ert 
them fro m their lo ng preo ccupatio n with 
the Vietnam war. 


No o ne can say he do es no t hav e this 
partly in mind. But Nix o n's asso ciates 
insist that this co ncern fo r the deterio rat­ 
ing American env iro nment is v ery real. 


Because o f the difficulty o f co ntro lling 
inflatio n, he may ho ld back o n the mo ney 
side fo r awhile. He may no t spend all o f 
the $8 00 millio n Co ngress v o ted this fiscal 
y ear to fight po llutio n. Yet he is pictured 
as a man who wants to be remembered 
as tackling the to ugh new issues o f the 
197 0s — no t just getting rid o f o ld o nes 
like the war. 


Any o ne who takes serio usly the dire 
fo recasts o f the env iro nmental specialists 
— the wo rst o f which is that we will run 
o ut o f go o d air to breathe in a few dec­ 
ades — must welco me the President's 
attentio n and the co untry 's, to the ex tent 
they are truly enlisted. 


There is plenty o f ev idence justify ing 
po llutio n co mplaints against industrial 
plants, airplanes, auto mo biles and ev en 
go v ernment facilities. Max imum pres­ 
sure may be needed to fo rce real actio n. 


Nev ertheless, the accusato ry finger 
sho uld no t be po inted o nly at the easy , 
Dbv io us targets. The truth is that man 
is a despo iler — o f his land as well as 
his air and water — and Americans are 
far fro m being any kind o f ex ceptio n. 


Dr. J ean May er, nutritio n specialist 
presently serv ing the President o n fo o d 
and hunger issues, blames the affluent— 
in this natio n and presumably elsewhere 
—fo r wrecking the env iro nment. 
In an interv iew giv en to T. Geo rge 


Harris in the magazine. “ Psy cho lo gy To ­ 
day ,” May er say s: 


“ Rich 
peo ple o ccupy 
much 
mo re 
space, co nsume mo re o f each natural re­ 
so urce, disturb the eco lo gy mo re, litter 
the landscape with bo ttles and paper, 
and po llute mo re land, air and water 
with chemical, thermal and radio activ e 
waste.” 


May be his argument is inco ntestable 
— up to a po int. Yet, until the po iso no us 
wastes o f the internal co mbustio n engine 
and so me facto ry pro cesses began to 
engulf us, mo st o f the “ env iro nment- 
wrecking” was do ne to the land. 


And. 
while pro spering civ ilizatio ns 
like o urs and tho se o f the ancient Greeks 
and Ro mans can be grav ely faulted fo r 
ex plo iting the land with to o little tho ught 
fo r the future, no serio us co nserv atio nist 
sto ps his indictment there. 


Ancient Greece ruined itself by rip­ 
ping o ff thick fo rest co v er and ex po sing 
fhe bared land to destructiv e sheep and 
go ats. The Ro mans went do wn the same 
ro ad. wSpain’s land is o ne great scar. 


In relativ ely impo v erished 15 th-cen­ 
tury Italy , ho wev er, the fo rests were still 
sc iarge and dense they co uld co nceal 
v ho le armies. The rav aging o f the land 
has go ne o n — and still do es — in the 
po o r Mediterranean co untries. One nat­ 
uralist say s these denuded lands are 
do o med to ex haustio n unless 
radical 
change takes place. 


This specialist say s rev iv ing the dead 
landscape co uld take tho usands o f y ears. 
In po v erty -ridden Africa, the v ast Sahara 
gro ws wider under land misuse by far­ 
mers. China and India, nev er bastio ns o f 
affluent capitalism, hav e a terrible his­ 
to ry o f land waste. 


So blame belo ngs no t just o n go v ern­ 
ments and co rpo ratio ns and the affluent 
fewT in the wo rld. Misuse o f life-suppo rt­ 
ing env iro nment is ev ery bo dy ’s burden. 
If we Americans, fo r starters, are ready 
to rev erse co urse and pay the incredible 
co sts o f resto ratio n, it will be o ne tre­ 
mendo us miracle. The President is ask­ 
ing. 
Adult Bo o m o f ’ 
7 0s 


Peering into the co ming decade, o ne 
business writer recently o bserv ed: 
“ One o f the great pro mises o f the 7 0s 
stems fro m the spectacular baby bo o m 
o f the 1950s. Presently this bumper cro p 
o f babies will be turning into a bumper 
cro p o f y o ung adults, who so o n will be 
getting married and raising families. 
“ They will be spending genero usly fo r 
ho using, auto s. TV sets, appliances and 
ev ery thing else that a ho me and family 
require. This is a lo ng-lasting plus fo r 
the eco no my .” 


The truth is that this baby -adult bo o m 
may o nly be a sho rt-lasting plus fo r the 
eco no my and a much, much lo nger last­ 
ing minus in many o ther way s. The 197 0s 
may be the last decade in which we may ­ 
be permitted to v iew an ev er-accelerat­ 
ing po pulatio n gro wth thro ugh ro se-co l­ 
o red glasses, secure in the belief that as 
lo ng as the business curv e co ntinues to 
so ar to ward heav en all’s right with the 
wo rld. 


How can p op ulation growlh in the 
United States b e said to b e accelerating 
when the b irth rate has actually fallen 
steadily in the p ast few years? 


Simp ly b ecause p op ulation does not 
grow arithmetically — two p lus two p lus 
two «— b ut geometrically — two p lus 
four p lus eight. The larger a p op ulation 
b ase, the larger will b e the ab solute num­ 
b er of b ab ies b orn in the next generation 
even with a low b irth rate. 
Even should the Americans who 
were 
b orn in the 1950s and who will marry in 
the 1970s have b ut two children p er cou­ 
ple. it is a statistical certainty that the 
U.S. p op ulation will climb abo v e 250 mil­ 
lion b y the end of the century. The actual 
forecast is for 300 million. 


The family -building co uples o f the 
197 0s will indeed “ be spending genero us­ 
ly fo r ho using, auto s, TV sets, appliances 
and ev ery thing else that a ho me and 
family require.” 


But they will also see gro wing per­ 
centages o f their inco mes being taken in 
tax es to pay fo r scho o ls and welfare serv ­ 
ices and the increasingly urgent effo rt 
to make o ur cities liv able. 


The prices they pay fo r auto s, TV 
sets and appliances will reflect the sur­ 
charge impo sed by the co st o f po llutio n 
co ntro l in the facto ries that make these 
pro ducts and by the higher co st o f scarc­ 
er raw materials. 


They will no t o nly pay mo re fo r their 
ho mes but the co st o f the remaining un­ 
dev elo ped land within reaso nable dis­ 
tance o f the cities will so ar ev en mo re. 
Already a ho me is o ut o f the reach o f 
many who a few y ears ago wo uld hav e 
been co nsidered fairly well-o ff. 
And they will hav e to pay mo re fo r 
the transpo rtatio n netwo rks which will 
enable the family ’s breadwinner to co m­ 
mute fro m his ho me to his place o f em­ 
plo y ment. 
But a family requires mo re than ma­ 
terial things. Such v alues as priv acy , 
o pen space in which to lo af and inv ite 
the so ul, clean air to breathe, will be­ 
co me increasingly difficult to o btain and 
hence increasingly precio us. 
A family needs recreatio n and o ppo r­ 
tunities to escape the stresses and strains 
o f ev ery day liv ing. Yet ev en to day many 
o f o ur state and natio nal parks are tax ed 
to capacity each summer. 
This is o nly a beginning list o f the 
real “ pro mises” o f the babv bo o m o f the 
1950s.

The cut in military' sp ending 
p rop osed in the new 1971 fed­ 
eral b udget will not satisfy 
those critics who are dem and­ 
ing slashes up to $1 b illion. 
But it will b e sub stantial, and 
it could ap p roach half that 
figure. 
THOUGH YOU would never 
know it from listening to some 
p eop le, the Nixon adm inistra­ 
tion has b een on a downward 
defense sp ending course 
al­ 
m ost from the outset. 
According to a com p rehen­ 
sive m ilitary b udget rep ort in 
the w’eekly National Journal, 
form er 
President 
Johnson’s 
adjusted p rop osal for defense 
sp ending in the current 1970 
fiscal year was $77.7 b illion. 
President Nixon’s Ap ril 15 re­ 
visions of the b udget p ared 
this figure b y $2.5 b illion to 
$75.2 b illion. 
ON AUG. 21. Defense Secre­ 
tary Laird announced that ad­ 
ditional 
cuts 
of 
$3 
b illion 
would b e m ade in the current 
year. He indicated half of this 
sum would b e saved through 
b ase closings, p ersonnel cut­ 
b acks, retirem ent of ship s and 
reduced m ilitary flight train ­ 
ing. 
When Congress finally fin­ 
ished work on 
the b ill 
for 
m ilitary outlays in the 1970 
fiscal year, it had cut $5.6 
b illion 
off 
Nixon’s 
original 
Ap ril estim ate. But that figure 
was just $2.6 b illion b elow the 
level indicated b y Laird in 
August. 
MOST OF TH E additional 
savings will not b e m ade in 
this current year, as a m atter 
of fact, b ecause the congres­ 
sional 
cuts 
are 
largely 
in 
“ new ob ligational 
authority” 
— which gives the Pentagon 
p ow er to m ake com m itm ents 
for future sp ending. 
L aird’s 
m ost-recent 
state­ 
m ent forecasting a loss of 1,- 
250,000 military’ and military'- 
connected civilian job s from 
mid-1969 to mid-1971 is a d e a r 
sign 
that the President in­ 
tends to keep resolutely on 
the downward course. It p re­ 
sum es m ore b ig troop with­ 
draw als from Vietnam. 
TH E NEED TO curb still- 
sp iraling inflation is the dom i­ 
nant driving force at work. 
Desp ite 
L aird’s 
p resum ed 
hawkishness, 
this 
b attlew ise 
p olitician’s 
conservative

really do p ut him In league 
with the President in the in­ 
flation strugglt. 


FUNNY BUSI NESS 


THE 
GRADUAL 
winding 
down of our com b at role in 
the Vietnam w ar and the cau­ 
tious lowering of our “ p rofile” 
elsew here in the world are de­ 
clared Nixon p olicies which fit 
into the inflation fight. Some 
analysts here argue, indeed, 
that the effort to cool

SCHULTZE m akes the p oint 
that Vietnam war costs tend 
to b e inflated b y those who 
assign to the w ar all charges 
affecting fleet task forces in 
the Gulf of Tonkin and B-52 
b om b ing missions. If the war- 
ended, regular naval and air 
units still would b e costing 
money. 
T here seem s no reason to
